"Cleaninc tba traih and rabMsh 
away from aronnd trees with a hoe 
or mattock is a bin step in stoppliiK 
the damage done to trees by mice 
sicne these pests make their road- 
ways aiidar this trash. Wairan wire 
netting oasts more than com or to- 
bacco stalks hut it Is rlieaper in the 
long run since it can be used for ser- 
tn or eight years while the corn or 
tobacco stalks must be replaced each 
year. A piece of wovea wire IS Inches 
high from II to S4 fhebaa toag. when 
bent around the trea and fastened at 
the ends, will stand out far enouKli 
to shield the tree and Klve enough 
room for the tree to make several 
years' growth. The mesh of the net- 
tlac shoaid aat be larcer than one 
Inch. Trees can be saved by the nse 
of the wire netting for a cost of about 
four cents ^ach. In case a deep snow 
falls, trees may be shielded by lifting 
tha oyliadar at wire and packing the 
snow at the tase of the tree. This is 
done to sa:va the trae frmi the mice 
which do their work under the crust 
and the rabbits wliich work on top of 
the snow. 

"If paper, corn or tobacco stalkss 
are used, they should be tted aronnd 
tka triak of t»a trda. tka atalka be- 
ing stood on end. These most %• re- 
moved in the sprinK as they furnish 
a good hiding place for insect pests."

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ADVANCES in gr;iin. d;iiry 
products and cotton during 
October strengthened the 
relatively low price of most agri- 
cultural products, which was the 
weak spot in the SeptemSer trade 
situation, and railroad trallic closely 
appro.iched tli.it of October 1920. 
For tlie week ended October 14, 
the number ot freight car.i loaded 
was 983,407, against 910,529 in the 
corresponding week of 1921 and 
1,018,539 ta the corresponding 
week of 1920. Grain shipments 
have been seriously hampered by 
the lack of cars, and undoubtedly 
car loadinKs would be running 
above the I'>20 figures if the rail- 
roads were able to handle the busi- 
ness offered. Coal production has 
been below the mine capacity, due 
partly to the lack of cars and 
partly because of an -indisposition 
of purchasers to accomalatc stock 
on a falling nwrket 

ladaatry aad Trade 

The industries are generalfy ac- 
tive, with employment practically 
full and wages continuing to come 
tata line on the higher fcvei sslsh> 
Uskcd in September. In all liaes 
of manufacturing raw materials 
have bean advancing, and eflera 
are -bsieg made to secure corre- 
sponding advances in finished pro- 
ditcts, but they meet with no little 
opposition. Advances in wool, cot- 
ton and silk have forced manufac- 
tpScrs ta awrk up cloths, but al- 
lamigh the dealers yield a grudg- 
ing consent, goods lag behind the 
nuterials. Consumption of cotton 
by the mills in September was 495,- 
344 running bales against 527,404 
' in August and 484.718 in Septem- 
ber, mi. 

Cotton Marlut Outlook 
The weather has been favorable 
to making the most of the possi- 
bilities for the cotton crop, but the 
yield cannot be expected to be 
much above the government's last 
estimate of 10,315,000 bales. The 
carry-over ' stock in this country 
was 2.828,000 bales, which would 
make the available supply a little 
over 13,000,000 bales. Consumption 

• and exports in the List crop vear 
were about 12,200.000 hales. Do- 
mestic consumption is running 
ahead of last year, but exporU are 

, (ailing behind. Foreign stocks, 

' however, are light, and world con- 
sumption in 1*)22 has been well 
above that of 1"*2I. I-'.vidently 
every thuiK "h ;n-!uN .n • u- I uro- 
pean political and indus'iial situa- 
tion. If the consumption ut cot 
ton goods is anything like normal, 

. there will be a shortage of raw coi- 
loa In view of these conditions 
the market has been streag. rising 
above 24 cents per pound. 

At this price the crop will bring 
mere than the average return to 
the South and affords the basis for 
good business in thst fot l tlSSy for 
ths ensuing vear. 

Hogs are aowa a little from last 
moath's prices, but alt live slock 
is on a much more satisfactory 
basis than a year ago. John Clay 
ft Co., Chicago, one of the leadinK 
live stock coiniiiissiun hniis, makes 
the following statement as show- 
ing the impis v ima a t o«sr a year 
ago:

conditions have been the cloud 
upon the horizon ever, since the 
war, and two opinions have been 
held about the probable influence 
of Europe upon our prosperity. 
One has been that European pur- 
chases probably would decline be- 
cause of Europe's inability to make 
payments, and that we could not 
hope for normal conditions in this 
country , without reeovety in 
Europe; the other has been that 
Europe must of necessity takf our 
principal agricultural products in 
at least as large quadtitics as be- 
fore tlie war, because of Russia's 
disappearance as an exporter, and 
that beyond this the United States 
was sufficiently self-contained to 

fet along very well without 
lurope. 

It was inevitable that our ex- 
ports of agricultural products 
would decline from the war figures 
as agriculture in I-'urope rinovered. 
although in the case of wheat they 
have been well maintained to the 
sent time. On the whole they

How Our Exports Have Been 

Paid For 
_ Without disputing the conclu- 
sion, it may be well to point out 
that there are some uncertain fac- 
tors in the sitiiation. The doubts 
that have been ekpressed about the 
maintenance of our exports to Eu- 
rope have been related to the in- 
ability of Europe to find the means 
of payment, k was evident tliat the 
heavy trade balitece would have to 
be settled in some manner, .prob- 
ably to a. great extent by leaks or 
grants ot^credit of some kind, and 
it was considered doubtful whether 
they would be provided in this 
country. It i> known now that 
these have been provided in large 
amounts. The total of loans aad 
credits is not definiteljr known, but 
the Hon. D. R. Crissinger. Comp- 
troller of the Currency, sfter get- 
ting the best information he could 
on the subject, has cstiniated the 
net amount of foreign loans in 
terms of dollars floated in this 
counlrv in the four years of 1919 
to 1922, in round figures of 12,- 
S00.00£000 aad the total, iacluding 
securities payable ia tssfign epr- 
rencics. at more thaa 01.610.000.010. 
He eslisMteB the foreign curren- 
cies purchased in the United States 
as representing a cost of $500,000,- 
OOOL aad it may be mentioned in 
this coansction that the New Y(trk 
World has recently conducted an 
inquiry upon this subject which 
resulted in an estimate above |900,- 
000,000 for our purchases of nurk 
currency and mark securities. 

Mr. Crissingrr's figures above 
aggregate $3,S0O,00Oj)O. without 
commercial credits. "TlKse he esti- 
mates at $3,000,000,000 since Aug- 
ust. 1914. sad be estiawtoa our 
purchases of American securities 
from foreign holders sines that 
date at $3,000,000,000. Coafniag 
the present discussion to the post- 
war period, without attempting to 
say what share of the commercial 
credits er purchases of American 
securities belong to this period, it 
is evident that altogether the off- 
kcts against our experts, as classi- 
fied above, have amounted to con 
sidcrsbly more than a billiuu dol 
lars a ypsf Nacf the wa*.

loans have been granted to Europe, 
but once the credits are granted 
they enter into the international 
settlements and there is no kaowiag 
how they will be us<d. As none 
of these credits Were transferred ia 
the form of meaey it is certain that 
they were used for payments with- 
in the country, and counted in set- 
tlement of our favorable trade 
balance. 

In addition to the credits created 
by loans publicly toated in this 
coimtry. and credits granted for 
the purchase of merchandise, an 
important amount of credits has 
been, created since the war by the 
sale of property interests in this 
country of various kind-i by for- 
eign owners. 

Finally, we have imported on 
balance large amounts of gold in 
the last two years, which have 
counted in settlement of our fav- 
orable merchandise balance. Our 
net imports of gold in the calendar 
year 192I were $667,000,000. 

These credits, (Treated in vari- 
ous ways, although of uncertain 
amounts, are sumcientiy definite 
to iaditsti how oar exports have 
been nuintained. The history of 
the years since the war does not 
disprove the contention 'that Eu- 
rope did not have within, herself 
the resources with Which to main- 
tain her normal purchases in tUs 
country, and that 
have to be granted. 
Oar latereet ia 

Aad so. looUag to.the fetsto at 
this time, it wilf^not do to siiBpIr 
say that Europe must have the 
usual quantities of our products. 
Undoubtedly they are needed, but 
they will not be taken unless set- 
tlement can be made in some way. 
It cannot be assumed that they can 
be aiade indefinitely Jp tl|p •aSBS 
wav as heretofore. 

Although gold wilt continue to 
come to us. it is to be considered 
that much of the gold that we have 
been receiving has come originally 
from the reserves of Russia, and 
that of these no great amount re- 



mains. We will set a targe part 
of the new pgd&itlon, aad. ol 
course, if all other resources are 
exhausted, the reserves of Europe 
nuy be drawa upon for necessary 
food supplies, but the exhaustion 
of h'uropean gold reserves will not 
be something for us to view with 
emiaaimity. 

We do not offer this discussion 
for the purpose of snggesting that ' 
European purchase* arc alM>ut to. 
decline. We do not think they are; 
we expect to see Etiropc buy large- 
ly of our grain, meats and gther 
products throughout this crop year, 
although restricting purchases as 
much as possible. It is important, 
however, for us to realise that the 
aitastiea is aot nomul ki the aasse 
that ear toreiga trade Is la'bal- 
anec and can go on in the present 
way indefinilely. The fact is that 
our exports have been financed by 
extraordinary means. The sale of 
marks in this country has been as 
much a makeshift for us in finan- 
cing our exports as for Germany 
in financing her imports. 

We are not indepeadeat of 
Europe. It would he a very seri- 
ous matter to us lo have its pur- 
chases from us decline in s con- 
siderable degree. We are inter 
ested that political and industrial 
conditiona over there shall be upon 
a settled and permanent basis. 

There is reason to believe thst 
in many respects iadastrial condi- 
tions have made sabslantial im- 
provement in the last three .ye";*' 
put the reparations question is stilt 
in the way of the leorganixation 
of European fiiiames on a sound 
basis. That the recent postpone- 
ment of the payments to Belgium 
is not accepted as assurtfig a Anal 
settlement is evident from the
